I think, just meet the requirements of one or two corre- 

spondents who have lately written me on the subject: To 
ascertain the health of a fowl it should be systematically 
examined. Commencing at its head, run your eye all over 
both sides of its body, and then take a general look, 
taking particular notice of the colour of its comb, face, and 
wattles. Do this while it is on the ground, compellingit to 

walk; at the same time notice if it is at all stiff, or e, 

or holds its head to one side. A dark comb is a sign of

congestion, while a pale or flabby comb, if not a sign of 
any specific disease, shows that the fowl is out of condition. 
Stiffness may be the result of rheumatism, and lameness 
may indicate the presence of liver disease. Holding the 
head to one side may result from blindness or from the 
fowl being wry-necked. Note whether it is wry-taileđ, 
Examine the mouth and throat to see if there is any 
discoloration, ulceration, or thickening of the secretions in 
the mouth. This is by far the most important part of the 
examination, for though there is apparently nothing the 
matter with the fowl beyond a thickening of the secretions 
that are poured into the mouth, that may bea symptom of 
serious disorder, and a sufficient reason for declining to 
purchase such a fowl. Examine the abdomen, by tle 


pressure, to see if there is any hard substance in its lower |: 


or hindermost part, which may be a tumour or fallen 
gizzard. An egg in the oviduct should not be mis- 
taken for one of these, and it need not be, for 
an egg would lie close to the left side, while a fallen 
izzard would show in the middle, and a tumour is rarely 
ound on the left side. If the walls of the abdomen are 
firm and unyielding, the fowl is too fat, and, therefore only 
fit for killing, as it would never prove a good layer after 
having been allowed to get overloaded with fat,

The Black-and-Tan Terrier. 

I am glad to learn from a London admirer of the 
Manchester or black-and-tan terrier that an effort is being 
made to revive interest in the variety among South of 
England breeders. It is, in fact, proposed to form a club, 
which will have for one of its main objects the popularising 
of a breed which during the last few years has gradually 
become scarcer and scarcer, At the National Dog Show at 
Birmingham the other day the number of black-and-tan 
terriers benched was surprisingly small; indeed, were it 
not for the patronage of Colonel Dean, I believe the 
smart little dog would have long since become almost, 
if not quite, extinct as a show variety. The particulars 
of its points which I append may peoa of use to my 
Wolverhampton correspondent. The head should be long, 
flat, and narrow, level and wedge-shaped., without showing

cheek muscles, well filled up under eyes, with tapering, 
tightly lipped jaws, and level teeth. Ears, if cropped, must 
stand perfectly erect; if uncropped, small and V-shaped, 
hanging close to the head above the eyes. The latter 
should be small, sparkling, and dark, set fairly close 
together, and oblong in shape. The nose dense black. The 
neck fairly long, tapering from shoulders to head, free from 
throatiness, and slightly arched. The shoulders soping, 
and the chest narrow but deep. The body moderately 
short; ribs well sprung ; back slightly arched at the loin, 
falling again at joining of the tail to the same heightas the 
shoulders. The legs must be straight, set on well under 
the dog, and of fair length. The tail of moderate length, 
thick where it joins the body, tapering to a point, but not 
carried higher than the back. The coat close, smooth, and 
glossy, not soft. In colour the black-and-tan terrier 
should be jet black and rich mahogany brown, distributed 
over the body. 


A Stone or Stump Extractor. 

„From an American friend I have at length got par- 
ticulars of “The Lemire,” a stone or stump extractor. It 
is unique of its kind, and can raisé, carry off, and put in a 
fence 4 ft. to 5ft. high the stones extracted. Fences can 
thus be readily built by its aid, and land can just as easily 
be cleared of stones or stumps. In order to raise a stone,

use the lever, and the hooks will hold the stone as it rises. 
It can be let down in the same way, or it can be let fall at 
once by touching a ring in the wheel. It is simple in 
mechanism, and is not at all likely to get out of order. 


Value of Turnip-Tops. 


The tops of turnips and other roots are commonly left 
on the field to be turned under with the plough, and 
ordinarily, where roots are grown 1n large quantities, they 
cannot be put to a better use. They improve the land, not 
only by the plant food which they contain, but more, 
perhaps, by the mechanical influence which they exert 
upon it. They make it more porous, and they also 
enable it to hold more moisture. But farmers may be 
so situated that they can use a large proportion at least 
of the tops grown as feed for stock. When they can, 
it will probably pay to do so. They can be drawn and 
fed to cattle or other animals. When the farmer has 
lots of good diligent boys, one of them can spend a 
part of the day in doing this work, and the others may 
sometimes help him. One of the little fellows can drive, 
while an older y pitches on the tops. Good boys will not 
complain when they have such work to do. ‘‘ Agricola” 
often. drew turnip-tops to the cattle when he was a boy. 
But they should not be fed to cattle without discrimination. 
Tf large quantities are given at first, purging will follow. 
But a few pounds of tops per head per day given to cattle 
on old pastures will do them good. They will prove to 
them both a tonic and a food. And remember that they 
are fine for the calyes and the pigs.

The popular impression of ‘‘ dyeing”’’ is 
probably that the material whose hue it is 
desirous to change is “ dumped’’ into a vat of 


you feel that you would be thankful indeed to 
him who could tell you how to make a start. 
Well for you if you are accompanied on your 
long round of one. of these mammoth ‘ works ”’ 
by one who will enact the triple rôle of “guide, 
philosopher, and friend,” take you metaphori- 
cally, and sometimes literally, by the hand and 


fiery “plates” ; for then you learn that the 
methods of the primitive dyers have given place 
to Science, that those engaged in the process are 
the most highly skilled craftsmen, that these are 
dominated by the master minds of professors of 
chemistry who have graduated at the Technical 
College of which Bradford is naturally proud, at 
the Victoria University, at the Zürich Polytechnic, 
at Munich University, or at some other recognised 
school of learning. 

Here, in the solitude of the chemist’s study, 
we can perhaps, by an effort of memory, gather 
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up the scattered threads of our amiable 
guide’s peripatetic discourse, and 
mentally range them in something 
verging on ogder. As we have begun 
by_ mentioning the reception of the 
goods ‘‘in the 
which they left the loom), it may be as 
well to say that before anything else is 
done to or with the pieces of material, 
a private mark is sewn on them for the 
purpose of identification, so that when, 
during our progress through 
‘ Ripleys,” “Sharps,” 

‘ Aykroyds,”’ ‘“Armitages,” 
etc., we vaguely ask to whom such and 
such rolls of finished material belong, we 
are immediately informed by reference to the 
mysticsigns thereon. Thissewingisdoneby young 
women, whom, later, we see busily occupied at 
their sewing-machines joining separate ‘‘pieces ” 
of fifty or sixty yards length into an apparenily 
endless roll, although, as a matter of fact, the 
lengths are only from two hundred to five hundred 
yards. Entering the ‘‘ crab-house,”’ we find that 
previous to being scoured the pieces of material 
have to be “crabbed” ; the purpose of ‘‘ crab- 
bing ” or “ setting ” being to prevent the pieces 
from crimping or shrinking while they are under- 


grey” (the state in- 
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are very rare. And now, after this veritable ordeal 
by fire, the pieces are ready for actual dyeing. 
There is about them that smoothness, gloss, and 
lustre which they have hitherto lacked during their 
trial trip; and the moment has arrived when our 
dyer has to decide as to the particular hue, shade, 
or tint to be employed.. When we come to the 
colours the process greatly increases our interest 
and adds to our amazement. The pattern-books 
and cards are truly bewildering in their number 
and variety, and it must not be taken as a 
Munchausenismif we positively assertthat there are 


Millions of Shades and Tints! 


According to the particular shade required by | 
the manufacturer, the pieces are passed into the 
various dye-houses. We must not linger on the 
fascinating subject of aniline dyes, except to 
make the obvious remark that these are pro- 
duced from coal-tar, and that only some forty 
years ago one Perkin was the happy discoverer of 
mauve, and later of magenta, “‘so called after 
the famous battle of that name,” which also 
gave the celebrated French. general his title. 
Having seen the “ goods’’ received at the 
works in their natural state, and now actually 
dyed, we are next shown them undergoing the 
finishing touches—that is to say, dried in various 
ways according to thecharacter of the cloth and 
the ‘‘ finish’? required by the manufacturers, 
‘t matched off ” for shade, “‘cropped,”’ ‘‘ filled,”’ 
and ‘‘ tentered,”’ or stretched out by macbinery 
to the necessary width—the latter a remarkably 
interesting operation. Finally, but not before 
they have been subjected to still further oper- 
ations, we find them in the ‘looking over’’ 
room, where they are keenly scrutinised, and 
then hydraulically pressed between hot-plates 
and smooth mill-boards, much, we fancy, as 
letterpress printers deal with sheets of newly 
printed matter intended for éditions de luxe. The 
pieces emerge from the presses glossy and 
radiant, and when they are “made up ” are

of the great streets of the world—from our own 
Regent and Oxford and Bond Streets, to the 
Nevski Prospekt and the Rue de la Paix. And 
this, in brief, is ‘‘ how it’s done” at Bradford, 
the world’s centre of the dyer’s art.

above referred to. Having now left the steam- 
ing-cyclinders, the pieces are next seen drying 
on other huge heating-machines, a few minutes 
sufficing to cleanse and dry them. ‘‘And what,” 
asks the curious inquirer, ‘‘ comes next?” Well, 
the ensuing process is the astounding one of 
“singeing,” and it is done something in this 
fashion. If you can summon up sufficient 
courage to take your stand in a narrow gang- 
way, passage, or aperture, you can enjoy

in which the horror-loving Fat Boy would have 
revelled. Underneath each singeing-machine is 
a blazing fire, heating to a red-hot pitch the 
“ plates” (sheets of iron or copper), which are 
placed above the scorching heat. Over these 
fiery-red plates pass, with a rapidity that dazes 
you, the pieces of material, which are unwound 
from revolving cylinders, the contact of the 
material with the hot, spark-emitting plates 
being just sufficient to burn off any loose fibres 
which may protrude from the material without 
damaging the latter in any way. If you have, 
like ourselves, stood within hand-touch of the 
“ singeing ” plates, you will agree that the art 
of dyeing has its sensational side. How the 
material itself escapes destruction is, to our 
ignorant minds, a mystery.

“MAD MULLAH'S” OUTBREAK, 


HE troublesome fanatic known in India as 


the “ Mad» Mullah,” gave our Indian. 


military authorities a. bad quarter of an 

hour at the end of November: > He was 
reported to have’ marched’ up the. Niki. Khel 
Valley to Titanubanda, and-to have worsted the 
Nawab of Dir in a slight engagement. But we 
learnt from Chakdara that on Dec. 2 a re on- 
naissance of all arms was made up the Shamozai 
Valley as far as the Seoghalibaba Pass leading 
to the Nexju Valley. - All was quiet.: The Mad 
Mallah was said to have withdrawn his forces six 
miles up the river to Sherjalam. ; 

The officers of the Malakand Field Force, who 
had already started for the front, were at the 
beginning of the present week being sent back 
to their respective stations. The only troops who 
actually started were the Ist Battalion Royal 
West Surrey Regiment, from Rawal Pindi. Fight- 
ing was reported or Sunday between the Panda 
Khel section and the Nawab of Dir’s subjects. 
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INDIAN FRONTIER DISTRICTS PERTURBED BY 
THE “MAD MULLAH.” `- 


The Mad Mullah was born at Swat, and event- 
ually settled in Mazar-i-Sharif. He is said to 
have lived there ten years, spent in preparing 
himself for his mission to all Mohammedans, 
and then to have resided in Kabul, where he 
preached extensively, and was treated with great 
indulgence. It was not until last year that he 
came into political prominence, when he visited 
Bajaur, the Utman Khel country, and Bonair, 
preaching a jehad against all enemies of the faith. 
On July 29, 1897, India rang with the news of 
the attack upon Malakand and Chakdara, and 
for the moment the Mad Mullah was practically 
ruler of Swat. The story of his defeat and 
wound, and the ceremony which attended the 
burial of his finger, is too recent history to 
require recapitulation. 

Major Arthur Deane, a sketch of whom is here 
given, was the experienced and trusty British 
officer stationed at Chitral (the gallant defender 
of which position, Lieutenant-Coloncl Towns- 
hend, was portrayed in last week’s P.J.P., 
apropos of his recent marriage). Major Deane 
deemed it discreet to come south and warn the 
fort of Malakand of the possibility of the 


present rising promoted by the Mad Mullah. In 
these circumstances, the Major, with the movable 
column, left Malakand 
and proceeded through 
Khar to, Chakdara in 
order to form a post 
of observation on the 
river. Major Harold 
Arthur Deane «was, in 
1895, Chief Political 
Officer with Sir Robert 
Low, the General com- 
manding the Chitral 
Relief Force.- He 
joined the Army in 
1874, serving in the 
Afghan Wär- in 
1879-80. He-was 
present at the engage- 
ments at Ahmed Kheyl 
and Urzoo, near 
Ghuznee, being men- 
tioned in despatches, 
and receiving the 
medal and clasp.
